Macon, Ga., October 4.—(Special.)— 
Sol Solomon, a negro, was arrested here 
today and about the same hour officers 
in Twiggs county arrested Jeff Orr, also a 
i negro, both of whom are charged with 
having murdered Nelson Slappey, of 
| Westlake on October 27, 1899, While Slap- 
pey was in a swamp hunting near West- 
lake. Solomon wag put in the police bar- 
racks at Macon and Orr turned over to 
the sheriff of Twiggs county and placed 
In jail at Jeffersonville. The governor 
offers a reward of $250 for the conviction 
of Slappey’s murderers and R. R. Slap- 


pey, father of the deceased, offers a re- 


| ward of $100. 


The evidence against the two negroes 
is strong, a feature of it being a partial 
confession by Solomon that he committed 
the crime. It is thought that Solomon 
killed Slappey and Orr wag an accom- 
plice. Solomon and Orr are prothers in 
law. Revenge was the motive of the 
murder. Nelson Slappey was a we'!l 
known young white man, son of R. R. 
Slappey, a leading planter of Twiggs and 
department store owner at Westlake. On 
October 27th of last year he went hunt- 
ing in a swamp near Westlake and later 
was found lying on his face dead, a load 
of shot having been fired in the back of 
the head, lodging under the left eye. 


Solomon and Orr formerly worked for the 
Slappeys. A short while before the kill- 
ing Solomon stole $% from R. R. Slap- 
pey. He was traced to Cochran and 
taken in charge by the Slappeys. The 
money was recovered, Solomon was car- 
ried back to Twiges and was given a 
flogging by the Slappeys and not prose- 
cuted. Then he stole @ wagon and mule 
and a bale of cotton from the Slappeys, 
and these were also. recovered. Later 
Solomon and R. R. Slappey had a difficul- 
ty over Solomon receiving goods and 
money from Nelson Slappey under prom- 
ise jg york for Nelson Slappey, but he 
refused to stay with Slappey and hired 
himself tO another party. In the diffi- 
culty with R. R. Slappey Solomon 
threatened to shoot him, but Slapwey 
took the gun from him. When Nelson 
Slappey heard of this trouble he went to 
see Solomon about it and as a result Slap- 
pey shot Solomon in the leg. Solomon 
swore he would Rave revenge and soon 
after this Nelson Slappey was found mur- 
dered. 

Solomon about two years ago served a 
sentence in the Bibb chaingang for cow 
stealing. Solomon was suspected of Slap- 
pey’s murder at the time it was commit- 
ted, but he disappeared and only recently 
has the evidence been secured against him 
and his whereabouts ascertained.

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M, Delcasse Proposes a Dis- 
position of China 


BACKED «UP «BY RUSSIA 


Big Indemnity from China Demanded 
by French Proposal and the In- 
terdiction of Arms Shipped 
Into the Empire 
Demanded. 


Washington, October 4.—Propositions of 
a far-reaching character concerning 
China are being presented in rapid suc- 
cession to this government. The state 
department had no sooner disposed of one 
of these vropositions today by delivering 
a response to the German government 
than it was confronted by an even more 
important proposition submitted by the 
French government, and within half an 
hour formally seconded by the Russian 
government. 

The answer to Germany covered the 
subject of punishing Chinese offenders 
and made Known that the United States 
had instructed Minister Conger along the 
lines suggested by Germany. These in- 
structions look towards securing the 
names of the persons deserving chastise- 
ment, also whether the punishments ac- 
cord with the gravity of the crimes com- 
mitted, and finally, in what manner the 
United States and the other powers are 
to be assured that satisfactory punish- 
ment is inflicted. Aside from these speci- 
fic purposes of the note, it is regarded as 
important chiefiy in establishing the most 
satisfactory relations between the gov- 
ernments at Washington and Berlin. 

The Franco-Russian proposal takes a 
much broader scope and submits a pro- 
gramme under which the negotiations 
for a complete settlement can be carried 
forward. The French charge, M. Thie- 
baut, handed the proposition to Secretary 
Hay today and held a brief conference 
concerning it. Half an hour later M. De 
Wollant, the Russian charge, arrived at 
the state department and handed to Mr. 
Hay a note expressing Russian approval 
of the propositions just submitted by 
France. 

Proposi‘ion Comprehensive. 

The Franco-Russian proposition ts 
under four heads, namely: First, punish- 
ment of the guilty parties: second, inter- 
diction of the shipment of arms into 
China; third, payment of indemnity to the 
powers, and fourth, sufficient guarantees 
for the future. e 

In. addition a suggestion is made for 
the establishment of a permanent lega- 
tion guard at Pekin: for the razing of the 
Taku forts and for the maintenance of a 
line of communication between Pekin and 
the sea. 

The impression here In advance of ac- 
tion on these propositions by our govern- 
ment is that they contain nothing essen- 
tial’y unfitting them to be subjects of 
consideration in a final settlement. The 
difficulty which is likely to arise lies in 
the placing of proper limitations upon the 
scope of each head. This is particularly 
true of the subject of guarantees, and 
perhaps, of that of indemnity. Still, as 
already suggested, each is undoubtedly 
a most proper subject for discussion when 
the final negotiations are reached, and, 
therefore, M. Delcasse’s broadest propo- 
sitions, while likely to consume some 
time in reducing them to ulfimate and 
binding form, may be said to have a fair 
reception awaiting them. 

Germany Mzy Dissent. 

As to the interdiction of arms, the 
state department already has intimated 
that there may be a question as to its 
wisdom, and there is reason to belitve 
also that Germany will not view that 
particular feature with approval. But 
there appears to be good reason to exnect 
that a middle ground will be reached by 
confining the interdiction of arms to a 
specified period, possibly to be fixed by 
the time required by China within which 
to pay the indemnity. The chief objec- 
tion to the proposition is in its being per- 
manent in its present form.

Financial Future of the United States 
Is Discussed. 


OTHER PROBLEMS DEBATED 


Place of Next Meeting Is Left in the 
Hands of the Executive 
Committee. 


Richmond, Va., October 4.—At the clos- 
ing session of the American Bankers’ 
Association today ‘‘the financial future of 
the United States,’ ‘‘the internal reve- 
nue laws,’ ‘‘public opinion and banks,’’ 
and ‘“‘the education of a banker,’’ were 
discussed, the leaders in the discussion 
of the several topics being respectively 
Charles A. Conant, New York Journal of 
Commerce; Alfred C. Barnes, president 
Astor Place Bank, Fort Madison, Iowa; 
and George Hague, general manager Mer- 
chants’ Bank of Canada, and delegate 
Canadian Bankers’ Association. 

The assocation confirmed the officers 
chosen yesterday by the committee as 
follows: 

President, Alvah Trowbrfdge, president 
of the American National Trust Compa- 
ny, New York—the present vice president 
of the association. 

Vice president, Myron T. Herrick, presi- 


dent of the Society of Savings, Cleveland,, 


Ohio—the present chairman of the execu- 
tive committee. 

Chairman of the executive committee, 
Caldwell Hardy, president of the Norfolk 
National Bank, Norfolk. 

Vice presidents were elected from all 
the states and territories. Two cities 
were placed in nomination for the next 
session of the association. They were 
Buffalo and Milwaukee, the former being 
represented by Colonel W. C. Cornwell 
and the latter by F. G. Bigelow. The 
question was referred to the executive 
council, which will decide it at the meet- 
ing to be held next spring. 

The executive council was requested to 
appropriate $5,000 to the. Galveston relief 
fund.

The “Moonshine and Mountain Dew 
Company.’ composed of strictly north 
Georgia talent. held the boards in the 
United States district court yesterday. 
The audience was large and sympathetic, 
being made up of friends and relatives 
of the actors, yet the latter won no ap- 
plause. because Judge Newman, who, aid- 
ed by a jury. acted as chief critic, decided 
in every instance that the players were 
not suitable for the role assumed—that 
of oppressed Innocence.

Today Atlanta is in the hands of a monopoly which seeks to perpetuate its grasp by making competition 
impossible. With shameless front it has invaded the counci] chamber and forvade direct action. It has suggest- 
ed subterfuges for defeat, and by every device has sought to mislead public opinion. 

Monopoly is th: issue today! Shall it be strengthened in its hold, or shall we throw open the gates to the 
widest possible competition?

With a mayor and council faithful to the people we can have 
competing electric power plants as well as competing street railway transportation plants. With such a body un- 
der obligation for election to the monopoly which now controls the city, not only will monopoly continue to 
reign, but prices wil! be increaseg aS power becomes secure enough to accomplish that result. .

Mr. Spalding declares that the most 
hopeful class of offenders to be reform- 
ed by the probation system are those 
convicted of minor crimes, those 
springing from sudden impulse, drunk- 
enness and crimes “due to circum- 
stances not likely to arise again,’’ Mr. 
Spaiding says that the system saves 
first offenders from the prison associa- 
tion and contaminations that have of- 
ten led to an irretrievable eriminal 
career, that it prevents loss of wages 
and saves families from becoming pub- 
lic charges. He says: 

The practical application of the sys- 
tem in Massachusetts has wrought very 
satisfactory results, and the last legisla- 
ture extended it to persons sentenced to 
pay fines. The probation system has Leen 
in operation in the state for nine years. 
More than 5,000 persons are released on 
probation vearly. and the judges certify 
that the results are gratifying. The re- 
lapses to a eriminal life during the term 
of probation are said to be few. On the 
financial the system is highly ad- 
vVantageous. The probation work costs 
the state about $59,000 a year, while the 
annual saving on the cost of support of 
convicts who would have been kept in 
orison is more than $70,000. 

This system rests upon the doctrine 
that criminals may repent and reform, 
and that the state should. encourage 
reformation by changing prison meth- 
ods. The plan has been put in practice 
in many states in dealing with juvenile 
offenders.

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COURT REFUSES. 
BAIL FOR HUDSON 


Must Remain in Jail Until Grand Jury 
Meets. 


FINAL HEARING YESTERDAY 


Feature Was the Sworn Statement of 
the Wounded Brother.

SAID HE HAD BEEN THREATENED 


Only Three Witnesses Were Exam- 
ined—Short Argument by Both 
Sides Completed the Case. 


Judge J. H. Lumpkin yesterday denied 
the application for bail made by the at- 
torneys for George Hudson. the seven. 
teen-year-old brother of the young man 
now lying critically wounded at his 
home in East Point as the result of a 
shooting affray last Friday morning in 
which Sheffield Harrington, another 
young man, received wounds from which 
he died last Saturday. 

Several hearings of the case have been 
had before Judge Lumpkin, the final one 
being held yesterday afternoon at 4 
o'clock in the judge's chambers. A feat- 
ure of the hearing was the introduction, 
as evidence of the sworn statement of 
Walter Hudson, the wounded man. 

Court Reporter Henderson went to East 
Point yesterday morning and took down 
in shorthand the statement which Hud- 
s0n made. This: was transcribed in 
long hand and read to the wounded man, 
who made an addition, swore to and 
signed it in the presence of witnesses. 

According to the sworn statement. Har- 
rington went to Walter Hudson and de- 
manded that he, Hudson, should go to 
Waynesboro and bring back Harrington's 
sister, who, it was understood, Hudson 
had married under an assumed name. 
Hudson says he told Harrington that¢ he 
could not do so, as he had promised not 
to. 


Said He Was Threatened. 


Hudson declares that the young man 
threatened him, and then left his office. 
On the day following that interview Har- 
rington returned, and, so Walter Hud- 
son says, he made additional threats: 
left the office, again came back, drew 
his pistol and fired. He at once returned 
the fire, he declares, and, according to 
the statemnt,-the shooting then became 
general. 

But three witnesses testified during the 
hearing. These were Marshal Dickery, 
8S. N. Thompson and C. O Trimble. Their 
testimony in the main was to show that 
trouble had been brewing for several 
days betwen Harrington and one of the 
Hudson boys. Thompson gays he told 
Harrington not to do anything rash, and 
was met with the statement that the 
young man thought he was perfectly able 
to take care of himself. 

The verdict of. the coroner’s jury was 
also introduced. Its finding against 
George Hudson was manslaughter. while 
the warrant had been for murder. Solici- 
tor Hill, in making a short argument to 
the court, stated that according to the 
dying declaration of Sheffield Harring. 
ton, the case was that of murder, while 
the sworn statement of Walter Hudson 
made it justifiable homicide. 

He said the entire case rested upon 
these statements. Solicitor Hill stated to 
the court that in his opinion it might be 
possible to let George Hudson out on a 
satisfactory bond to insure his appear- 
ance in court at the trial, but said fur- 
ther that it was a matter purely within 
the discretion of the court.

Hudson, had something to say in the

Hudson should remain in jail until the 
grand jury met and looked into the case. 


NEW COAL MINE FOR STATE. 


Application Has Been Filed by Com- 
pany To Sub-Lease the 
Convicts. 


The Georgia Coal and Iron Company 
has filed application with the state prison 
commission for the right to sub-lease fifty 
penitentiary convicts to the Chickamauga 
Coal Company, which expects to begin 
mine in 
Walker county in the immediate future. 

The new company is headed by George 
P. Howard, of this city. The property to 
be mined in Walker county is that ad- 
joining the Chickamauga Coal and Coke 
Ccmpany and is said to be on the same 
vein as the mine of that company. 

Before the right to sub-lease is grant- 
ed by the state commission, it will be nec- 
essary for the contract under which the 
convicts are transferred to be submited. 
No action has yet been taken by the com- 
mission pending the receipt of the con- 
tract.

JURY DEVOURED IMPORTANT 


EVIDENCE IN THE CASE 


It is seldom that a jury finds evidence 
Introduced in a case of such inviting na- 
ture as to appeal to their appetites. But 
Such a case has just been unearthed in 
the suverior court, and Judge J. H. 
Lumpkin, in an opinion, which was hand- 
ed down by him yesterday, holds that 
the case could not be tried in the future 
exact.y as it was In the past because the 
first jury had devoured at least a part of 
the most important evidence. 

Furthermore it is probable thata paral- 
Wag never before heard of in 
this county. The original case was that 
of the J. K. Ormby Company against 
Shrrrake & Murphy. During the trial of 
that case two small sacks of almonds 
were introduced as evidence. These were 
handed the jury along with the various 
papers in the case and the twelve men 
retired to the jurvyroom to make up a ver- 
dict. 

The jury returned a verdict, but not 
the almonds. Inquiry on the part of the 
court revealed the fact that the fury, in 
order possibly to test the assertions made 
by the attorneys in regard tp the al- 
monds, had eaten the greater part of the 
two sacks of the toothsome dainties. A 
new trial was asked and Judge Lumpkin 
in handing down his opinion denied the 
motion. 

The pecullar humor of the situation ap- 
pealed to the court and in his opinion, 
Judge Lumpkin has taken occasion to 
set forth the facts in a way that makes 
the paper of more than ordinary  in- 
terest. The fotlowing is the opinion in 
full: 

“After considering the motion for new 
trial In this case, the same fs denied. 

""The plea in this case was that certain 
personal property was sold: that the sale 
was executory; that the goods: were not 
of the kind and quality contracted for, 
and upon examination were rejected and 
Offered back to plaintiff. The questions 
were submitted to the jury. If there was 
any error at all, I do not think it was 
such as to require a new trial. he 
charge as a whole seems to fairly submit 
the case. 

“There was eivdence that at the time 
the officer levied the attachmen‘, one 
bag of almonds was missing... Whether it 


lel case 


had been stolen, or lost, or accidentally 
sold, wag not very clearly shown, nor 
when it happened, nor whether this sack 
was among the almonds when they were 
offered back or not. 

“The jury found, in effect, that the 
contract was executory; that defendants 
had the right to and did reject the al- 
monds, but were lable for the loss cf one 
sack of them. 

“The shipment not having been made 
directly to defendants, but through @ 
broker or agent of plaintiffs. and the 
transaction as to delivery being through 
him, the tender back was sufficient—at 
least the jury could so find. 

“If a new trial should be granted in this 
case, it can never be tried again exactly 
as it was before. Out of the a!monds 
constituting the subject matter of this 
litigation, - before they were sold by the 
Officer. a small number were kept. and 
on the trial were submitted to the jury 
along with some almonds obtained from 
another shipment for comparison. V hen 
the jury retired to their room for consul- 
tation the two small paper sacks contain- 
ing these almonds were carried out with 
them. After some time they returned a 
verdict. but not the almonds. On in- 
quiry the court was informed that as a 
part of their deliberations, and probably 
as a most conelusive mode of comparing 
the quality of the two samples, they had 
eaten both. In case of a new trial there 
are no more almonds for the next jury. 
It might be sald that from an almond 
standpoint the case is exhausted. Per- 
haps it would be better for the jury not 
to eat up the evidence, at least not all 
of the edible part of it. A due regard 
for the palates of a possible future jury, 
in case of a new trial, if nothing else, 
might suggest the advisability of only a 
mcderate degustation. It is quite pos- 
sible that juries sometimes find a diffi- 
culty in swallowing al! of the statements 
made beforg them, and that if, on some 
occasion. a toothsome or succulent bit of 
evidence is sent to the juryroom with 
them, arpealing at once to intellectual 
and gastrcnomic investigation, the desire 
for knowledge may be stimulated to,a 
point beyond deliberative moderation.

Atterney Is Now Serving in County 
Chaingang, 


PROCEEDINGS ARE BEGUN 


Solicitor Charles Hill Has Drawn Up 
the Petition. 


A HISTORY «OF ©THE CASE 


Buckhardt Was Brought Back to At- 
lanta from Birmingham, Where 
He Was Working. 


Proceedings looking to the disbarment 
of Attorney B. C. Buckhardt from the 
practice of law were begun yesterday 
morning. Buckhardt is now serving a 
term of twelve months in the county 
chaingang for cheating and swindling. 

He was convicted of that charge before 
Judge A. E. Calhoun in the city criminal 
court on February 17th last. He gave 
Supersediags bond pending an appeal to 
the supreme court, but left the city and 
county in the meantime. 

More than a month ago Buckhardt was 
disccvered at work as a blacksmith in 
the Southern shops at Birmingham and 
Sheriff Nelms, when notified of the fact, 
sent a deputy to bring the young at- 
torney back to Atlanta and the jurisdic- 
tion of the courts. 

He arrived here in the custody of the 
officer on the 4th of last month and began 
to gerve his sentence almost immediately. 
Yesterday morning Solicitor General C, D. 
Hill made application to Clerk Clark 
Howell, Sr., of the city criminal court, 
for a certified copy of the original ac- 
cusation against Buckhardat. 

This application was made as a result 
of an order issued by Judge J. H. Lump- 
kin, presiding officer ofthe Fulton su- 
perior court, and was for the purpose of 
arranging the case looking to the disbar- 
ment of voung Buckhardt from the prac- 
tice of his profession of attorney when he 
has served his sentence. 

Solicitor Hill is expected to draw up at 
once the necessary petition to the court 
setting forth all the facts in the case and 
containing the accusation originally 
brought against Buckhardt, which was 
instrumental in having him tried in the 
city criminal court. 

The following is a copy of the order is- 
sued by the court: 

“Geotgia, Fulton County—Whereas, the 
court has had it brought to his attention 
that B. C. Buckhardt, of said county, Is 
a licensed attorney at law of this bar, 
and that he has been convicted in the 
criminal court of Atlanta of a crime in- 
volving moral 
guilty of unprofessional conduct and is 
now in the jail of Fulton county: 

“Tt is ordered that the solicitor general 
of this circuit do at once bring a pro- 
ceeding against said B. C. Buckhardt to 
revoke his license and disbar him and 
that said solicitor general do represent
